into the Hands of the Viceroy of Naples,who fought 
to punifh them with the utmoft Rigour for having 
been concern’d in the Infurrection of Naples.) were 
brought hither under a ftrong Guard, and put into 
the Caftle of St. Angelo, where they are to be kept 


till the Pope has difpos’d of the Inveftiture of the . 


Kingdom of Naples; "Tis for their own Security 
and to preferve the Immunities of the Church, that 
His Holynefs has caus’d them to be remov’d hither: 
from the Cathedral of Benevento, a Rumour having 
been {pread that the Viceroy of Naples defign’d to 
fend fome Troops thither to take them out by Force.
